The building has just 
been completed and the Brotherhood 
bank will move into it next week, 
with the formal opening June 22. 

It was on Mr. Stone’s suggestion 
that the fourteen story Brotherhood of 
Engineers building was built here sev- 
wal years ago and upon his suggestion 
hat another seventeen story Euclid 
aveme building was purchased later 
‘brotherhood. 

Stone presented a plan for an 
‘8’ coUperative bank at the 
ilal convention in 1918 and was 
Suthorized to start such a bank in 
Cleveland. It was opened November 
Ii, 1920, with a capital of $600,000 
and a surplus of $100,000. Three years 
later its resources were nearly $26.- 
000,000. This was followed by the 
establishment of several other banks 
throughout the country, controlled by 
the brotherhood, and in addition a sub- 
stantial interest was acquired in the 
Empire Trust company of New York. 


Organized Holding Company. 

The Brotherhood Holding company, 
conceived by Mr. Stone, was incorpo- 
rated in 1922 for $1,000,000, the stock 
being sold entirely to engineers. A 
year later the Brotherhood Investment 
company was incorporated with a cap- 
ital of $10,000,000. The brotherhood re- 
tained $1 per cent of the common stock 
of the enterprises. 

Mr. Stone rose through the ranks to 
brotherhood leadership. He started as 
a locomotive fireman in 1879, became 
an engineer five years later and round- 


ed out a quarter of a century in the

CONFESSIONS 


Ernest Poole is by way of being a 
member of our big family in Chicago, 
despite his residence for s0 many yeors 
in New York and Russia and assorted 
spots of the globe. He was born in 
Chicago and has always been held in 
deep affection by his native city. It 
is, therefore, almost ike having one of 
the home folks back on a visit to have 
him confess to us what book he would 
rather have written than any other. 
There has just been published a 
volume of sketches by him about 
Raussia—which ore very Russian in- 
deed—called “The LAttle Dark Man.” 
When I asked him the fatal question, 
“ What book do you ahways put down 
with the feeling ‘I wish I'd written 
that?” he wrote: 


Dear Miss Butcher: That question 
of yours, to’be honest, has brought 
me up with a dismal crash to- the 
plain, bleak truth about myself— 
which is that instead of being a great 
creative genius who keeps creating all 
the time—boiling over with ideas, even 
when reading other chaps’ books—I 
am nothing of the“sort. For when 
reading somebody else’s book, I am 
quiet as a little lamb: I just lie back 
and smoke and take it all in, and the 
thought never seems to enter my head 
of doing the story in my own way. 

I have tried and tried to”think of 
some book which I would like to have 
written myself, but the only one I can 
think of is a book I haven't read— 
although I mean to very soon—“A 
Spanish Farm.” 
have tried such a book—for that farm 
is in Flanders, as you know, and not 
far from there, the first year of the 
war, I saw just-such a little place and 
said to myself, “I'll come back here 


and. settle down and write the whole 


war from the point of view of this one 
small place—and I'll call it “The Vil- 
lage.” 

But I diin’t. I went to Russia in- 
stead and wrote my book, “The Vil- 
lage,”” there.

We are not going tc 
know the sly cruelties of M. Berger- 


et’s criticisms of his fellow immortals, 
but on the other hand America is go- 
ing to be a little shocked at the atti- 
tude of the Master [as «very one evi- 
dently called him] toward the passion 
called love, while his native land prob 
ably feels about him aa a park police- 
man once did who surprised him in an 
indiscreet embrace. “ You old goat,” he 
called him, and was about to cause a 
disturbance when M. France handed 
him his card. When the -policeman | 
discovered that he was Anatole France | 
and a member of the Academie Fran.- | 
— he apologized for Gisturbing 

M. Brusson has set down, without | 
favor or without apology, whatever | 
was said by his master, and for that | 
method of frank Boswellianism he is | 
to be commended, for he has certainly | 
made Anatole France a living, talk-| 
ing—though sometimes rather comic | 
—human being. 


That Anatole France does not 
emerge from the volume a god ig 
strictly in the tradition of modern 
biographing, but M. Brusson reverses 
the popular method and iets the 
biographead carve himself into shreda. 
That he does emerge a vivid and very 
much alive man in his sixties is a 
patent for the method. The flavor of 
Anatole France the man has been 
preserved by the man’s own words— 
sometimes specious, sometimes gran- 
diloquent, but always with a sheen, a 
brilliance, a wit that most writers re 
serve entirely for their printed works, 

Anatole France—in this book, and it 
is probably the most intimate portrait 
of him imaginable—not only accepts 
the adoration of the world, but de 
mands it. Such a figure in English or 
American literary life is inconceivable, 

Not only does the world which gath- 
ers in the Villa Said and in the draw- 
ing room of Madame think that Ana 
tole France is the greatest writer liv- 
ing, but Anatole France himself thinks 


‘it, and is delightfully frank about the 


matter. He hates Balzac. He terrifies 
him. He thinks he is “fat, heavy, 
perspiring, comfused, and vulgar. He 
delights in political tirades and puns. 
He is a commercial traveler of 
genius. But when he is zood 
he is not a novelist, but an historian. 
The whole of contemporary history is 
to be found in his work.” 
~~ 


The fellow members of the academy 
he thinks are dolts and one of the 
most quoted passages of the book 
abroad was the one in which he says 
how doltish he believes them to be. 

Until he was thirty-five he was never 
allowed away from his mother’s apron 
strings. She sat up for him every 
night and gave him his good night 
candle with a sigh if he were a few 
moments beyond the early hour. And, 
like. a bad boy who simply will make 
faces at his elders, when he broke loose 
he capered. Many of his naughtiest 
tales are told in the same breath as 
the fact that he was kept so tied 
down in his youth—a fact that the 
psychologists will have a grand time 
with. They will also have a feast over 
the fact that he talks so much about 
his boyhood and his teachers who 
prophesied that he would never 
amount to anything at all. In a true 
sense, and despite the fact that the 
book is in no wise “pour les jeunes 
filles,” Anatole France in this volume 
is a bad little boy always, like George 
Moore taking off all of his clothes to
